Des Mos, Is., Dec, 22.—The thirteenth 
census-report of the State (1874) has just been 
published by the Secretary of State, and con- 
tains 500 pages, or over 200 more than usual. in 
1836, the first census of the Territory of Wiscon- 
sin, of which lowa was then a part, was 
taken. The counties of Demoine“ and Da- 
buque then comprised all the territory north of 
the line of Missouri, from the Mississippi River 
to the Pacific Ocean, and contained a population 
of 10,531. In 1846, Iowa having been set off 
from Wisconsin as a Territory, a census was 
taken, showing a population of 97,588, In 1947, 
the first Census was taken onder the State Gov- 
ernment,—the Territory having been admitted 
to the Union in 1846,—-and the result was a pop- 
ulation of 116,651. The average annual merease

Correspondence New York Herald, 
Boston, Dec. 20.—The Rey. Dr. Sherman, who 
offered the famous resolution indorsing Bishop 
Haven's renomination of Gen. Grant, has fur- 
nished your correspondeut with his version of 
the matter. 
The action of the meeting, he thinks, has been 
imperfectly understood by the public, and hence 
to have been subjected to much adverse and not 
seldom severe criticism by the press.

THE WAINWRIGHT CASE. 


The Crime for Which Meary Wain- 
wright Was Hung .ia London Last 
Tuesday. 

On the 2ist inst., Henry Wainwricht was exe- 
cuted in London for the murder of Harriet Lane, 
a woman whom be bad deceived and ruined, and 
who had borne him several children. It was & 
horrible murder, the body deing mutilated by 
the murderer, who attempted to carry the pieces 
in a cab through the city with a view to their 
ultimate concealment. Henry Wainwright was 
found guilty af the murder, and his brother 
Thomas of being accessory after the fact. 

Henry Wainwright was in the brash trade 
in the Whitechapel road, in the Bast End of 
London—that vast district, teeming with a dense 
population, which to the West Buders 16 almost 

serra incognita. He was a man very decidedly 
stperior iu culture to the average of those 
among whom he dwelt and pursued his vocation ; 
of some education, and with a talent for reciting 
and lecturing. His business did not prosper; 
he lost a valuable contract, and fimally be be- 
came bankrupt. His place of business in the 

Whitechapel road, a warehouse, was closed, aud 

ali the furniture removed to satisfy his credit- 

ors, with the exception of a mattress and bol- 
ster. His habits had brought rain upon him, 
and be found it impossible to support bis wile 
and children, his mistress and hers. Harriet 

Lave and ber children were living with a Miss 

Wilmore, who became Harriet's devoted friend. 
Sept. 11, 1874. Harriet Lane went to the place 

of business of Wainwright by appointment. He 

had sent ber some money, and she bad been 
able to get ber things out of pawn, She left 

Miss Wilmore and her children, and seemed in 

high spirits and hopeful of a speedy return, She 

was never afterward been alive. 

A vear passed, during which many and earnest 
inquiries were made by the missing woman's 
friends and relatives. Telegrams and letters 
were received by Wainwright, who showed them 
to Miss Wilmore, from a mau named Frieake, 
stating that Harriet had gone away with him to 
the Continent. Thomas Wainsright was the 
personator of Frieake in thie and the other de- 
vices by which the two brothers eonepired to lull 
the inquiries made. 


On the 11th of last September, the very day of 


the month on which Harriet Laie had disap- 
peared a year ago, all London was startled by a 
horrible tale of the discovery in a cab, in the 
posseseion of a man, of two large parcela con- 
taining eleven fragments of a female human 
body. The man was Henry Wainwright. A four- 
wheeled cab drove along the Whitechapel road ; 
in it was a man, a Woman, aud two large paroels. 
Breathless, and like a bloodhound on the trail, 
another man followed the cab through the 
crewded streets. Stop that cab, for God's 
„% Man, you are mad!” Such were the 
only words uttered by the pursuer to two po- 
licemen whom he met, aud such was their reply. 
The cab stopped on the other side 
Bridge; the pursuer was 
close behind. He had hunted his quarry to its 
lair. Iwo other policemen, struck by the mau's 
excited manner, observed the cab. Out of it 
came the hirer and his parcels, and made to- 
ward the door of an old house known as the 
Hen and Chickens.” He was arrested iuside 
the house. Iwo hundred pounds if you will 
lot me go and say nothing! he exclaimed tothe 
policemen. He was firmiy secured, and the par- 
cels examined. The man was Henry Wain- 
wright, his companion was Alice Day, one of the 
ladies of the ballet.“ and in the parcels were 
the remains, hewn in eleven pieces, of Harriet 


re. 

He dad dug in the rear part of his warehouse 
a shallow grave, and lined it with chloride of 
lime. All being ready be had inveigled Harriet 
Lane to the place, shot her twice through the 
head, cut her throat, and buried her. Bank- 
ruptey came, and the premises were to pass out 
of Wainwright's hands. A dreadful odor per- 
vaded the place, and was noticeable in the 
neighborhood. The murdered body must be 
moved. 

HARRIET LANE’S CHILDREN.

This remarkable case (Wainwright's) resem- 
bles that of the woman Brown, for the murder 
of whom a man named Greenacre was tried and 
eouvicted in 1837, On this occasion the body of 
the murdered woman was cut into three portions 
—the head was found at Paddington, the trunk 
in the east of London, andthe limbs tix weeks 
afterward in the District of Camberwell. The 


identity of the body was clearly made out, in 


spite of this attempt to defeat justice. In the 
Wainwright case the evidence shows that an 
attempt had been made to dispose of the body 
by burying it under the floor of a room, a quan- 
tity of chloride of lime being thrown over it 
aod freely mixed with the earth of the grave. 
This was the mode in which the Manpiogs, hus- 
baud and wife, disposed of the body of a man 
named O'Connor, of Whose murder they were 
convicted at the Central Criminal Court in 1549.

THE EX.WUKE OF MODENA. 
Something About the Late Francis v. 
London Times. 

The map of Europe hes suffered so many 
transformations since the dowufall of the Aus- 
trian power in Lombardy that the world has 
almost forgotten the malignant infuence once 
exerted over European politics by the petty 
Princes of Italy. The death of the Austrian 
Archduke who was once koown as the Duke of 
Modepa may serve to remind us that the 
generation which was identified with the moet 
paiofal and ignoble period of Italian servitude 
is passing away. | Persensily, the character of 
the Duke had po characteristics, bad or 
good, which would entitle him to be remembered 
in history ; but as historwally typical his career 
and his claims are not unworthy of notice. He 
was, in truth, a representative scion of the old 
Monarchical system which we were fortunate 
evough to break down im the seventeenth cen- 
tury without shattering the continuity of our in- 
stitutions, which France more painfully and dis- 
astrously flung off a hundred years later, and 
which has pow disappeared even among the des- 
potic Empires of the Continent. The Duke of 
Modena concentrated in himself the glories of 


grandfather was the Archduke Ferdinand of 
Austria. son of the Emperor Francis I.; his 
grandmother was the Duchess Marie of Este, 
daughter of the last ruler of the line which, since 
the fifteenth century, had reigued in Modena, 
Guastalla, Reggio, and Ferrara. Moreover, the 
Modenese family of Este, as representing the fe- 
male live of Savoy, with the rights transmitted 
to it through Charles the First’s daughter, Hen- 
rietta of Orleans, might, on tbe theory of the 
right divine of sovereigns, have alleged a title to 
the English crown prior to that of the Mouse of 
Hanover, descended from Charles the First's sis- 
ter. [he Pretenders, however, with whom the Duke 
of Modena was must intimately conuected were 
the victims of much more recent revolutions 
than those which drove James II. to St. Ger- 
mains. The last Duke of the old line, Ercole 
of Este, was dispossessed by Napoleon, and his 
Duchy was absorbed m the Cisalpine Republic. 
But when, nearly twenty years later, the inun- 
dation of French conquest had subsided. the 
Allied Sovereigns, parceling ont Italy among 
the cadets of the house of Hapsburg, bestowed 
Modena on the Archduke Franeis, the son of 
Duke Ercole’s only daughter. This Prince mar- 
ried a Princess of the House of 8 aud left 
his Duchy to a son, Francis V., who died on Sat- 
urday evening, at Vienna, after mxteen years of 
exile, following a troubled reign of thirteen 
years. 

Francis V. succeeded to the Duchy of Modena 
at acritical time for rulera who, as was zu bis 
case natural from his descent and connections, 
were deeply copvinced of monarebical irrespon- 
sibility. It wasinthe early days of 1846, when 
all Italy was quivering with the revolutionary 
propaganda, when democratic aposties, patriotic 
poets, and passionate youthful martyrs of liberty 
were fanning the flame destined to blaze out so 
fiercely two vears later. Many Italians hoped to 
compromise with the revolution; in afew months 
the world was to be astonished with the sight of 
that wonder of wonders, a reforming Pope; 
and if the Italian Princes had been gifted 
with the smallest measure of foresight, they 
might have evaded or broken the force of the 
heaviest biows which fell on them in the hour of 
popular wrath. A moderate policy in Church 
and State would possibly have saved Modena, 
Tuscany, Parma, and the rest. Bat Francis V. 
quickly showed that he had no sympathies with 
moderation, The Jesuits were dominant at his 
Court as they bad been at his father’s. Scarcely 
had he assumed the governmeot when he pro- 
ceeded openly to identfy himself with the fa- 
natics of reaction by negotiating marriages for 
boch his sisters with the Bourbon Pretenders to 
the French and Spanish thrones. The elder of 
these Princesses became, in 1846, the wife 
of the Comte de Chambord, aod the younger, in 
1847, the wife of Don Juan, heir to the preten- 
sions of the first Don Carlos. It is probable 
that the politieal effect of these Modenese mar- 
riages has not been less than that of Mary of 
Este, the mother of James III.“ It has beer 
often surmised that the obstinacy with which 
the Comte de Chambord declines all ** trapsac- 
tions with Liberal ideas may have been en- 
couraged by domestic influences. We may, per- 
baps, also more clearly read the character of the 
arrogant Bourbon who is maintajping a fruitless 
contest in Spain if we remember that his moth- 
er was sister of the Duke of Modena. The policy 
indicated in these alliances was subsequently 
pursued with so much activity at Modena that a 
year after his accession Francis V. had become 
one of the most detested of European rulers. 
In 1847 and the beginni of 1848, his Govern- 
ment was only upheld by Austrian bayonets ; 
but the Austrians had soon more than enough 
to do to hold their own ground against Pied- 
mont, Hungary, and the revolution which even 
mepaced the Hapsburgs in their capital. Furst, 
the Jesuits fled from Modena; the Duke soon 
followed; then he erept back again for a while, 
once more under Austrian protection; a sec- 
ond time be took to flight upon the eve of 
Novara; and, finally, he returned when the 
hopes of the lialians had been swept away for a 
season by the defeat of Charies Albert. That 
was the summer of complacent Conservatism all 
ever Europe. In 22 the aspiratious after 
national umty were quelied for a time at Ol- 
mutz; in Italy, the Austrians, the priests. and 
the Princelings everywhere seized and divided 
power once more. 

The Duke of Modena eame back to his 
Duchy in 1849 with soothing promises of a 
hbéeral policy and a reformed ministration ; 
but a year later the Jesuits came back too, and 
the ducai promises were forgotten. Modena was 
scandalously misgoverned during the decade 
which ensued ; the people were not only baiked 
of the national ideal on which they had eet their 
hearte, but were wormed by a galling petty 
tyranny. The cup was overflowing when 
Cavour's subtle craft precipitated the opeviog 
of the Italian Question in 1859. The victories 
of the Freuch and Sardinian armies in Lom- 
bardy gave a shock to ail the petty Principalities 
Which clung to the skirts of the Austrian 
dominion, and affairs in Modena became so 
threatening that in June, 1859, the Duke fled, — 


Regency, which expired a couple of days later of 
sheer terror. The popular voice imperatively 
demanded annexation to the sub-Alpine King- 
dom. The political compromises concocted by 
the ingengity of Imperial statesmen were plain- 
ly seen to be out of date. The absorption of the 
Duchies was recognized as inevitable, aud in 
March, 1860, King Victor Emmanuel ** decreed ” 
the union of Modena and its ducal peighbors to 
the Kingdom of Sardinia. Against this sacri- 
legious violation of divine rigut the exiled Dake 
immediately fulminated a protest; bat his 
appeal to the conscience of Surhed had as little 
practical effect on the popular mind as the 
solemn warnings the Comte de Chambord 


p gence forth from Frohsdorff, of the vehement 
* 


nunciations of the revolution which Don Car- 
los pours out from ibe mountains of Navarre. 
The amalgamation of Tuscany and the Emilian 
Provinees with the kingdom formed in Northern 
Italy by the union of Piedmont and Lombardy 
proceeded with a rapidity and thoroughness which 
proved separation to be an unmatura!l state. The 
subsequent acquisitions by which the work of 
Italian unity has been accomplished have been 
more striking in their incidents, and 
more important in the interests affected: 
but their assimilation has not been 80 
- mechanically rfect, nor, indeed, in ita 


annexations of 1659-60. There are no trouble- 
some traces of particularism in the Duchies; if 
Modena, like other cities both greater and small- 
er, has some reason to regret her deposition 
from the rank of & capital, though the capital 
only of an insignificant Dukedom, the loss is 
outweigbed in the estimation of the vast major- 
ity of Italians by the enormous gains of unity 
and freedom. The secluded, seif-sufficing life 
ef the people of a petty Principality had much 
which was quaintiy picturesque about it, 
but it was a narrow and unwholesome 
life. Trade was cramped within Strait 
ened borders by an ignorant and 
selfish fiscal system; clerical influence franti- 
cally struggied to keep out new ideas; the 
national spirit which makes a country respected 
and éelf-respecting was banned by the rulers of 
these Uttie sovereiguties as a curse and a peril. 
All these things are changed. Whatever may 
be the faults of Italian policy or of Italian ad- 
ministration in new Y. ideas, business, and 
social influences can move to and fro without let 
or hinderance. This movement is an indispens- 
able condition of healthy growth. It is because 
the order of things which the Duke of Modena 
represented was irreconcilable with this whole- 
some vitality of all the national energies that we 
rejoiced in its final collapse and its disappear- 
ayece from the politics of the present age.

Wanted : An Organization Which Will 


Enforce Professional Re- 
sponsibiliiy. 


To the Editor of The Cheago- Tribune: 

Cuicago, Dec. 23.—In your article upon Le- 
gal Honor” in the issue of the 230 inst., you 
justly express yourself as to some oply of the 
daugets to be apprebhended to the administration 
of justice by the corrupt praotioes of unscrupu- 
lous members of the legal protesston. 

While you are right in your conclusions, you 
mistake the exceptions for the general rule in 
stating the premises upon which your conelu- 
sions are based. For it is by no means true, as a 
fact, that the conduct which you condemn is 
recognized as ‘*‘ professional” among the mem- 
bers of a profession more abused, because more 
misappreheaded by the general public, taan any 
other. Adawyer can no more justify a criminal 
or crime by a resort to unfair means than he can 
commit the crime of which his client may be 
accused, and expect absolution under the etincal 
code regulating the conduct of all attorneys, 
aud that standard of honos aud morality so uni- 
versally recogutzed by Judges aod counselors. 

It is not to be denied that your class cf law- 
vers —i, e., the clags stereotyped. as men who 
will do anything fore fee, mud sell _ justice for a 
consideratiou—do exiet. It is Also true of the 
most sacred calling that knaves and bypocrites 
gain admission to the altars of religion and of 
Government, and work the greatest injuries to 
mankind by the prostitution of ther places 
and the high offices they hold. 

The Supreme Court of this State, in the ease of 
The People vs. Lamborn, a contempt case, where 
an attorney was charged with betraving the con- 
fidence reposedin him, says; Courts of jus- 
tice ought to be careful, from a just sense of 
their own bonor and integrity, as well as from 
a regard to the interest of the community, to be 
cautious whom they admit to administer in their 
temples, and firm in expelling from their portals 
those whose conduct woald pollute the judicial 
altar.“ In the same eouvection, the Court says: 
Ihe attorney should be ectuated by bigh and 
honorable motives ; but, if otherwise, he becomes 
a scourge to society, and a stain to a profession 
every where esteemed honorabie.” 

I could Hill a volume with extracts of eloquent 
rebuke of those who fall under the class you de- 
scribe in such glowing language as members 
of the legal profession; but the very practices 
of whom, a» described by you, places them out- 
side the Bar and under the ban of their hon- 
orable professional brethren. 

It was in view of the fact that the reputation 
of the Bar” has suffered, and will alwavs suf- 
fer, in the estimation of the outside public, from 
the practices of those who, according to the 
opinion of the Supreme Court, “pollute the 
judicial altar,” and who, according to your opin- 
ion, constitute the legal profession, that a Bar 
Association was organized in this city a year ago. 
A few of the leading members, the same as those 
in New York City who removed Barmard and 
Cardozo off the bench, eame together and de- 
clared that, to maiutain the honor and dignity of 
the profession of the law, and to increase its 
usefulness in promoting she due administration 
of justice, the Association should be organized.” 
It was so organized. It drew to itself about 260 
men out of the 500 that constitate the Bar of 
Chicago. Eve promise was held out 
thas the benelicent design of its found- 
ers would be realized, that the 
fold would be divided, that the profession would 
be purified, and the due administration of jus- 
tice secured against the unscrupulous hucksters 
in fixed-up juries, and back-stairs influences set 
at work against Judges, that so often disgrace 
the tempies of justice and corrupt all the foun- 
tains of jurispradence. But the knaves of the 
profession are more active than the loyal body, — 
as is ever the Case in all social organizations. 
A few, like the ward bummers in our political 
organization, from the beginning obtained the 
control of its affairs, and, availing themselves 
of its combined strength, have to some extent 
appropriated the influenee and power of the As- 
sociation to extend their own private and selfish 
interests. The ring in the Bar Association 
have manifested their power in doing some 
things they ougbt not to have done, but more 
especially in leaving undone the things they 
ought to have done, and we may add, There 
is no health in it.” a 

Let me cite you to the late election of a Judge 
of the Supreme Court in this dirtrict, for wuom 
the very active “ring members” of 
this Association declared themselves. He 
was the candidate of the elique more 
than ae since, and be  emi- 
grated here for that purpose. We 
will say nothing of his legal attainments, 
because you have already found the truth in 
that respect, when you said of him, He was a 
second-class lawyer.” But bow does he standin 
respect to the honor and dignity of the law, 
and the due administration of justice according 
to the standard of professional conduct? Tue 
record of the Supreme Court to which he is 
elected, and to which this Association contribu- 
ted, by its silence and non-action, will answer. 

It is only a few months ago that the whole 
community was startied by one of the grossest 
outrages ever perpetrated against the universa( 
franchise of our liberty in the stuffing of the 
ballot-boxes of the city to change its Municipal 
Government. The Citizens’ Association thought 
tue courts could still afford them protection 
against the last step to be taken bya ring 
Council“ in the consummation of the outrage. 
One of the most upright and independent 
Judges issued an injunction to arrest the 
threatened wrong. It was then that the power 
of the legal profession was invoked, aud where 
it should have been the lawyer's duty as an 
officer of the courts of every degree to uphold 
its process in defense of liberty, there were 
found four members of the profession in Chi- 
cago, to counsel the Aldermen to resist the pro- 
cess, defy the courta, and openly contemn the 
law of the land. If this contempt had been a 
mere impulse of passion, committed in presence 
of the Court, somethiog in mitigation could be 
urged; but it was deuberate and contrived after 
mature study, so as to Impose a charter of goy- 
erument upon the people through a fraud per- 


petrated upon the ballot-bokes, obtaining a re- 
Common 


result by the action of the Council 
which the courts could not afterwards supefbede 
or declare a nullity, however otherwise it might 
punish the offense of contempt. The Govern- 
ment itself must be recognized as de facto. The 
people of Chicago must submit to revolutionary 
vioelence—a change of Gorerument—or aecept 
the de facto Goveroment, because certain mem- 
bers of the legat profession ” interposed their 
authority, as officers of the court, to protect the 
conspirators, and gave their written opmion that 
the Court issuing the injunction could not pun- 
ish them for a contempt. 

Now you cao find the names of these gentle- 
men, ove of whom and the principal you have 
just elected to the Supreme Court, apd 
neither yourself Bar ‘As- 
sociation have t this outrage 
out as any objection tothe candidate. Agam 
you will find, as Lam informed, that the Bar 
Association has been exceedingly diligent in ap- 
pointing committees to prosecute such obscure 
mei as O’ Leary and Goodrich for malpractice iu 
the Divorce Courts; while men as Goudy, 
Dickey, and Tuley, members of the Association 
and responsible for the outrage above recited, 
are passed over in silenee. 

reisthe point to which your editorial cen- 
sures should be pointed. The profession at 
large shouid not be beld responsible for the sins 
of a few. Otherwise how often will all professors 
of religion be placed iu the crimimai dock for the 
offenses of the knaves and bypocrites who seek 
the very sanctuary of tue churches as a mere 
cloak to the frauds they méditate, and succeed 
by means thereof in perpetrating. You say 
„there are scores of lawyers in this city who 
Ought forever to be debarred from — in 
a court for practices at once unprofessional and 
dishonorable.” Very true; but how can it be 
otherwise if you, as an organ of the 
give your support or eountepanee to those law- 
vers by such an indorsement as you lately ex- 
hibited in their election to the Supreme Court of 
the State ?

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THE DEUTSCHLAND WRECK. 
Details of the Disaster—A Summary 
of Passengers’? Narratives—Remark- 
able Coolness of the Victims of the 

Wreck—Terrible Scenes, 

Writing from Harwich on Dec. 8, the corre- 
spondent of the London Dailg News says: 

“* Weaving together the various personal nar- 
ratives which I have taken down from the lips of 
the passengers, the following is the story they 
have to tell: They were all in bed when the ship 
struck and were roused first by the bumping of 
the ship, and next by the cry that rang fore and 
aft for every man and woman to put on life- 
belta, of which there was a plentiful store in 
hand. The women jumped up and swarmed in 
the companion-way of tne saloon, making 
for the deck, where they were met 
by the stewardess, who stood in the 
way, and half forced, half persuaded them to 
go back, telling them there was no danger. Af- 
ter the screw had been brokef, the engines also 
failed, and the sails proved useless, the male 
passengers then cheerfully formed themselves 
into gangs and worked at the pumps, but, as one 
said, they were pumping at the North Sea,” 
aod, as it was obviously impossible to make a 
clearance of that, the task was abandoned, and 
the officers, crew, and passengers relapsed intoa 
state of passive expectancy of succor from with- 
out, That this could not long be coming hap- 
pily seemed certdia. Ihe rockets which had 
been sent up had been answered from the shore. 
The hght-ship, which had helped to mislead the 
Captain, was plainly visible. and at least two 
Ships sailed by so near that, till they began 
hopéless!y to fade away, one to the northward 
and the other to the southward, the pas- 
sengers were sure those on board had seen the 
wreck, and were coming to their assistance. 
Perhaps it was this certaint y of the near- 
ness of snecor that kept off either the shrieking, 
ot the stupor of despair. However that may be, 
it is one of the most notable features about this 
fearful scene that, with a few exceptions, after 
the first shock everybody was throaghout the 
firetday wonderfully cool, patient, and seif- 
possessed. ‘Lhere was no regular meal on Mon- 
day, but there was plenty to eat and drink. and 
the. opportunity seems to have been generally. 

though moderately, improved. The women 
kept below all day, and, while the fires were 
going, were served with bot soup, meat, bread, 
and wine, and seemed to have been inelmed to 


make the best of a bad job. But toward night 


the horror of the situation increased in a measure 
far beyond that marked by the darkness, All 
day long the sea had been washing over thie ship, 

but by taking refuge in the berths and on the 
tables and benches in the saloon it 
had been possible to keep compara- 
tively dry. As night fell, however, the 
tide rose, and at midnight the water came rush- 
ing over the deck in huge volumes, filling the 
saloon, and piaking the cabine floating coffins. 

Iben the women were ordered up and instructed 
to take to the rigging, but many of them, cowed 
by the wildness of the sea that now swept the 
deck fore and aft, and shuddering before the 
fury of the pitiless sleet-laden gabe, refused to 
leave the saloen. Theu happened horrible 
scenes which the pen refuses to portray in their 
fullness. One woman, driven mad with fear 
and despair, deliberately hung herself from tbe 
roof of the saloon. A man, taking out his pén- 
knife, dug it into bis wrist and worked it about 

as long as he had strength, dying where he fell. 

— mon, incoberently calling on the wife 
and child he had left in Germany, zushed about 
with a bottle iu his hand, franticalty shouting 
for paper and pencil. Somebody gave him both, 

and, seribbling a note, he corked it down ins 
bottle and threw it overboard, following it him- 
self a moment later, as a great wave came and 
ewept him overboard. 

There were five nuns on board, who, by their 
terror-stricken conduct, seem to have added 
greatiy to the weirdness of the scene. They 
were deaf to all entreaties to leave the saloon, 
and when, almost by main force, the stewardess 
(whose conduct throughout was pinckyin the 
extreme) managed to get them on the compan- 


ion ladder, they sank down on the steps and stub- 


borniy refused to go another step. They seem- 
ed to have returned to the saloou again shortly, 
for somewhere in the dead of the night, 
when the greater part of the crew and passen- 
gers were in the riggiug, one was seen with her 
body half through the skylight, crving aiond in 
& voice above the storm, O, my God, make 
quick, make it quick.” At daylight yesterday 
morning, wheu the tude had ebbed, and leaving 
the deck clear, some on the rigging went down, 
and looking into the cabin saw the nuns floating 
about face dowaward, all dead. It was not 80 
dark but that gthose in the rigging could distin- 
guish each othepla features, and thas have the 
comfort of companionship.

He 
took her up the rigging and held her on there ali 
through the night, and says she was as brave 
and as seif-possessed asif they had been com- 
fortably on shore.. Some time during the night 
an unknown friend passed down to him a bottle 
of whisky: The cork was in the bottle, and, as 
he was holding on to the rigging with one hand 
and bad the other round the lady, there was 
some difficulty getting at the contents of the 
bottle. This be finally solved by knoek- 
ing the neck off, and then found himself 
in the dilemmo of not being able to get the bot- 
tla to the lady’s mouth. Lou are pouring it 
down my neck,” was ber quiet response to his fürst 
essay, but in the end he succeeded in aiming the 
whisky in the right direction, and, after taking 
some himself, passed it oa, feeling much re- 
freshed. Just before this a terrible accident oc- 
curred. which threatened death to one or both. 
The Purser, who had fixed bimgelf in the rig- 
ging some yards above them, getting numbed, 
loosed his hold, and, falling headlong down, 
struck againstithe lady, and bounded off into the 
sea. Bat Hermann kept his hold, and the shock 
was scarcely noticed. On such s night all the 
obligations were not, as Hermann gratefully ac- 
knowledged, on the one side: for when one of 
his feet got numbed, his companions, following 
his direction. stamped on it, till circulation was 
restored. From their perilous post, with waves 
occasionally dashiog up aod blinding them with 
spray, they saw some terrible scenes below. A 
man tied tothe mast nearer the deck had his 
bead cut off by the waves, as Hermann says, 
though probably a rope or a loose spar was the 
agent. Not far off, a little boy has his 
leg broken in the same manner. They 
could hear and see the nun ——— through the 
skylight, and when she was silenced the cry waa 
taken up by a woman wailing from the wheel- 
house, My child is drowned, my little one,

ing over, attempted to seize some of the haif- 
drowned people, who were floating about.

THE COUNTY HOSsPMrAc. 

The Warden of Cook County Hospital, Hugh 
McLaughlin, submitted his annual report, which 
showed the following figures: Expenses of hos- 
pital during the year, $40,926.17; number of in- 
mates in hospital Nov. 30, 1874, 148; remaining 
Nov. 30, 1875, 173; admitted during the year, 
2,039; bodies received in Morgue during the 
year, 86. The completion of the new hospital, 
at as early a day as possible, was recommended 


as a matter of economy, becanse the constant 
repairs necessary for the present buildings made 
heavy items of expense.

BUYING BONDS. 

The following, relative to the report of the 
County Treasurer, was submitted : 

Waeaneas, It appears from the December, . 
quarterly report of H. B. Miller, late County Tre as- 
urer of Cook County, that there is in the Treasury of 
Cook County to the credit of the sinking fund, on 
account of indebtedness incurred since August 6, 
1870, the sum of $69,316; and 

Wuerzas, It is provided by law whenever a tax is 
levied for the payment of a specific debt, the amount 
of such tax collected shall be kept as a separate fund 
in the County Treasury, and expended only in liqdida- 
thon of such indebtedness ; and 

Warna, Said sum of $59,316 can only legally be 
used in liquidating the indebtedness it was proviced to 
meet, and its further retention in the Teasury can be 
of no possible benefit to the tax-payers of the county, 
but its expenditure in the purchase of the amount of 
bonds it was provided to meet is advisabie, as it will 
relieve the tax-payers from the payment of further in- 
terest on such amount of indebieduess; therefore, 

eso bed, That the Committee on Finance be and are 
hereby authorized to advert for and receive propo- 
sals to sell to the county bonds of the county hereto- 
fore issued, since Aug. 8, 1870, and commonly knowa 
as Fire Bonds,” to the amount of $69,000, and that 
they report the same to this Board, with their recom- 
mendation with reference thereto,

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CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune 
OsH#rosn, Wis., Dec. 21.—The recent erecn- 
tions of criminals have brought the subject ef 
punishment for crime before the public, and 


the question, Is capital punishment in accord- 


ance with justice, has arisen in many minds. 
With your permission, I wish to say a few words 
on the subject, through the columns of your 
paper. 

The crime which, in the United States, is pun- 
ishable by death, is murder. Murder is the act 
of intentionally killing a human being. Wherein 
does the authorized act of the headsman differ 
from the unauthorized act of the citizen? One 
is dene without the consent of his fellow-men ; 
the other, with that consent. Bat does the 
opinion of a few men make an act just or un- 
just? If a community agree to regard robbery, 
under certain circtimstances, as right, does 
it make it right in that community? 
Or are right and wrong, justice and injustice, 
fundamental principles, recognized intuitively 
by men, and only confounded after long arzu- 
ments and by false reasoning ? 

Aman commits murder, and is bung for it: 
in other words, we punish a crime by committing 
a similar one; the only difference being, that, 
in the first’ instance, the criminal is an indi- 
vidual,—in. the second, a nation. Where is the 
justice in that? Is what is wrong in an in- 
dividual, right in a nation? No; and if the 
taking of human life, not in self-defense, is 
wrong in one case, it is wrong in ali cases, and 
no amount of legislation can make it right. 

Charies Bradiaugh mated, in a lecture delir- 
ered last winter, that, when the penalty attached 
to a crime became death, it ceased to be pun- 
ishment, and became revenge. Are we ready to 
say that it is revenge that we, as a nation. seek? 

In all mations, the good of the few must be 
sacrificed to the good of the many; hence, when 
any person, by his deeds, has proved himself un- 
worthy to live with his fellow-men,—has endan- 
gered their existence by his presence,—they 
should be protected by the powers which they 
have organized for the purpose, and he should 
be restrained from injuring them, — by imprison- 
ment for lite, if his erime merits it; otherwise, 
ior a shorter period. 

It is urged that very few of our prisons are 
self-supporting; that the expense of maintain- 
ing them is a heavy tax upon the community. 
Perbaps it is; but should the saving of money 
be a sufficient excuse for the commission of a 
crime? If so, then the nation is as bad as the 
criminals it punishes; for they kill men to obtain 
money; the nation kills erm to save money. 
Moreover, does any one over object to paying 
the tax for keeping the roads in repair, 
that be and his goods may pass 
over them safely? And how many of 
the citizens of the United States voluntarily pay 
a heavy yearly tax to the insurance companies to 
insure their fortanes against loss by fire! Siuce 
this is the case, oucht the citizens to grumble at 
a slight tax to insure the safety of their lives? 

The beademen are busy, and the laws concern- 
ing capital punishment in full fore; yet crime 
is on the increase, and the present means to 
prevent it are powerless; then why not try other 
methods ? 

How many men, dd you think, would not in- 
finitely prefer death to a long life of solitary 
——— It seems to mo that a criminal

Slavery has been abolished, and many wise 
changes in our laws inaugurated, But I hope 
to live to see the day when, throughout the 
length and breadth of the United States, capital 

punishment shall be abolished by law, and when 

no such horrible, sickening sight as occurred at 
the executions in New York City last week 
shall be possible. br truly, A Crrrzxx.

This docu- 
ment was sent to Father O'Connor, at Mahanoy 

Plane, and be made the reading of it to his peo - 

ple on Sunday the occasion for the delivery of a 

powerful sermon directed against the villains 

who have created a reign of terror in 
this region. The reading of the Archbishop's 
letter was listened to intently by avery large 
congregation, and it will be productive of great 
good. The immediate effect will be to unmask 
the wretches who are thus placed under the ban, 
and this ouce accomplished midnight assassina- 
tions will be of rare occurrénce. The organiza- 
tion known as the Mollie Maguires is seeret and 
oath-bound, and one of its obligations requires 
members to swear each other innocent when 
charged with crimes perpetrated in the supposed 
interest of the Order. Hence the diflicuitvy— 
a most ynpossibilitv, indeed—of securing a con- 
viction in the courts, a aa alibi ean almost al- 
ways be praven. The jury may believe the tes- 
timony utterly worthless, but so long as it 
stands unimpeacheé they must give the prisoner 
the benetit of the doubt. Thea, too, it is almost 
impossible to get a jury composed entirely of men 
brave enough to bring in a verdict of guilty 
against one of these desperadoes. They knew that 
if tber do they are marked wen thereatwa, But 
the end of ali this is coming.

dren to beware of permitting themselves to be induced 
by the prospect of any realor imaginary advantage to 
enter such societies ; that she has by the threat of ex- 
communication, to be incurred twee facto, striven to 
prevent their associating themselves with them, and 
that by the infliction of the severest ecclesiastical cen- 
sures on those who have allowed themselves to be aaso- 
ciated, she has endeavored to withdraw them from these 
influences, which enlightened by the spirit of God and 
the sad admonitions of past experience she knows to 
be fatal to sound faith, Christian ‘piety, and god 
moral. As we know frum most reliable sources, and, 
indeed, of our own personal knowledge, that most in- 
sidious efforts have been made and are being made in 
many parts of our Diocese, and probably throughout 
the whole country, to blind and deceive the faithful 
and to entangle them into the meshes end shackles of 
these unlawful and forbidden societies, it becomes our 
duty to call tothe minds of our people the action of 
the Church in this matter; to warn them from any al- 
liance with them, and earnesily to exhort all who may 
have violated this prohibition of the Church to leave 
these evil associations and by a speedy and sincere 
penance to seek reconciliation with the Church, To 
say nothing about the Masons, Odd- Fellows, Sons of 
Temperance, te,, about whose condemnation no 
doubt can exist, these societies are known as the Na- 
tional Brotherhood, lately condemned by the Bishops of 
Ireland; the Fenian Brotherhood, whose efforts to ag- 
gregate nunibers totheir Association in this country 
are unserupulous and unceasing, and the Mollie 
Magquires, otherwise the Ancient Order of Hi- 
bernians, or the Buckshots, and various oth- 
era whose spirit is equail objectional 
and whose names seem to be tele rather to con- 
ceal than to indicate the object of their association, 
We admonish all our reverend clergy affectionately to 
instruct and warn their flocks, caiing to their minds 
the spirit of docility and obedience which siould ani- 
mate them, and the holy alacrity with which they 
tg hould labor to conform themselves in ail things to the 
commands and desires of the Church, and to avoid, 
with the most scrupulous care, ali that she disapproves 
and condemns; to place before them, on the one

EATING-UP A BIG RAILROAD. 

The Railroad Commissioners of Massachu- 
setts will have ample materials for moralizing 
in their next annual report, when they 
come to the chapters upon the Eastern 
Railroad, and Cuartes FAN Apams, Jr., 
who has been writing very graphically upon 
Railroad Accidents” in the Atlantic Montily, 
now has an accident on hand such as he has 
never had before, namely, the accident of a 
railroad swallowing itself. The medical books 
tell us of extreme cases of sickness where vic- 
tims linger along, living upon themselves. 
This has been the case with the Eastern Rail- 
road, and, as this class of victims never re- 
cover, we may expect that the case of the 
Eastern Road is hopeless. The story is a 
very suggestive one. Only five years ago 
the Eastern Railroad was a solvent concern. 
It was practically unincumbered with debt. 
Its freight and passenger business was enor- 
mous. It was paying 8 per cent dividends. 
It had increased its surplus. It was adding 
to the value of the plant and property con- 
tinually. The Company was constantly im- 
proving the road and working machinery, 
and adding resources to accommodate 
the constantly increasing business of 
the road. The Railroad Commissioners 
reported that year that it was in excellent 
condition and that everything was lovely. 
Its condition, in fact, was envied by many 
other roads. In 1870 its capital stock paid 
in was $4,062,600, and its debt $3,612,600. 
Its operating expenses were $89,496, its net 
earnings $444,710, and its surplus $180,542. 
In 1872 its capital stock was increased $200,- 
060, and its debt mounted up to $5,586,349, 
It had a nominal surplus of $405,582, but 
this was not enough to pay for the disaster 
at Revere Station, which happened that 
year. In 1873 the capital stock increased to 
$4,977,600, and the debt to $9,733,493,—an 
increase of over four millions, and there was 
a deficit of nearly 2100,000 in the year’s 
business. In 1874 the capital stock in. 
creasd only $20,000, but the debt went hop- 
ping up as briskly as ever, and at the end of 
the year tht road owed $12,000,000,—an in- |

debt foots up $14,833,500. In four years the 
debt has Increased $10,525,955. The stock 
is now worth $10, and bonds that were ne- 
gotiated six months ago at 93 are now quoted 
at GO. 

In the whole history of railroad manage- 
ment there has never been such a curious ond 
remarkable exhibit as this, Four years ago 
the road was solvent, was doing an immense 
business, paying handsome dividends, and 
was managed with prudence and skill. The 
first step towards its downfall was in the 
change of management whicl® took the road 
out of the hands of conservative and careful 
men and placed it in the hands of injudicions, 
speculative, reckless operators, who changed 
the whole management to the Young Amer- 
ica and Credit-Mobilier style of doing bus‘. 
ness. They entered into ruinoys competi- 
tions with other roads by constructing new 
branches and leasing small roads at most 
enormous rentals. They invested jn lands at 
enormous prices, until they had become

It is little wonder that the Eastern Rail- 
road bondholders are quaking as they stand 
dy and look at a road still doing an immense 
business, runuing trains out of its depot 
most every five minutes in the day, its cars 
crowded with passengers and freight, and 
yet unable to obtain a balance in its favor at 
the end of the year by reason of the parasites 
that are constantly sapping its very life, and 
of its debts traveling faster than any locomo- 
tive on the road. Of course it is only a brief 
question of time how soon the road will com- 
pletely devour itself, leaving nothing behind 
it but its debts and a heap of valueless bonds. 
The moral is obvious enough-—that the same 
conditions apply to the business of a railroad 
corporation as to an inelividual’s busi- 
ness. The individual who should conduct 
his business as the Eastern Railroad Company 
has conduc its business would be univer- 
sally considered as a violator of financial in- 
tegrity. The same moral rule applies toa 
railroad corporation. The most remarkable 
feature of the whole matter is, that this dis- 
astrous and disgraceful management should 
have occurred in Massachusetts. | 
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The Cincinnati Euguirer makes this asser- 
tion: 

So far as the greenback has bern showed fair play 
with gold, it has been equal in value to it. In all in- 
ternal trade a greenback dollar would buy as much as 
a gold dollar would if we had it in its piace. 

The writer of this assertion is either trying 
to get off a stupid joke or he is a donkey. 
There is no State, county, city, town, or 
township in the whole American Union where 
a greenback dollar will buy as much as a gold 
dollar, either of commodities or services, for 
the simple and sufficient reason that 86 or 87 
cents will not purchase as much of any- 
thing as will 100 cents. Inorder to demon- 
strate the purchasing power of gold 
and greenbacks to the complete satisfaction 
of the uguirer man, let him get a gold coin 
(borrow it from a broker), and with a green- 
back of the same denomination enter any 
grocery store in Cincinnati and see which will 
buy the greatest weight of soap, candles, 
butter, lard, potatoes, meal, sugar, tea, cof- 
fee, spice, salt, oil, rice, fruit,—in short, any- 
thing for sale. If not satisfiel with the ex- 
periment in the groceries, let him try a butch- 
er, a baker, or an oyster man; let him go 
into any dry goods, hardware, or jeweler's 
store, and he will discover which will pur- 
chase the most goods, by about 15 per cent. 

But we agree with the Enguirer on one 
point, that the greenbacks have not been 
allowed fair play by the man that issued 
them, viz.: Uncle Sam. On their face, they 
‘are promises of the Government to be re- 
deemed in constitutional money, but the Gov- 
ernment does not perform its promise, and 
redeems them in nothing except taxes. They 
are therefore broken promises, and have 
not been allowed fair play, and conse- 
quently, instead of being worth their face, 
and buying as much as gold, they are only 
worth what the brokers will give for them, 
and do not buy within 15 per cent as much 
as gold will purchase,.and all because the 
Government—under the influence of such

DISCRIMINATING ACAINST CHICAGO. 
ITs E¥ FECT ON FREIGHT BUSINESS. 

Inquiry at the freight departments of the vari- 
ous railroads leading from this city to the East 
reveals the fact that since they have formed a 
combination and pooled their earnings, sbip- 
ments have greatly fallen off. The reason of 
thie falling off ia shipments is mainly to be 
jooked for in the unjust discriminations thet 
have been made against the shippers in this 
city by the pool lines. The advance in rates 
alone would have affected business but very 
little, as an advance is always made at the close 
of pavigation, had a similar increase been 
made fiom other Western and Southwestern 
points. But while the lines leading out of the 
city advanced the rates from ove figure to an- 
other and agreed to allow no drawbacks 
or rebates under any circumstances, the 
hoes leading from St. Louis, lodianapoli» 
and otber Western points to the East not only 
did mot raise their rates in the same proportion, 
but cootmued to allow large rebates to heavy 
shippers. It seems to be the sole desire of the 
Chicago roads to give their competitors at other 
Western points all possible advantage and drive 
the Westeru business over the St. Louis, Cincin- 
nati and Iodigvapolis roads, and also the cross- 
lines running through the State, such as the 
Toledo, Wabash & Western, Indianapolis, 
Bioomington & Western, and similar lives. One 
would think that the Chicago roads by domg 
th.s would 

CUT THEIR OWN THROATS, 
but such is not the case. It must be understood 
that all the lines leading om Chicago to 
the East dre controlied by but three men, 
Messers. Scott, Vader, and Garrett. 
and neither of them cares a snap for 
Chicago. They have just as good conuections 
from the Southwest as thev have from Cbi- 
cago, and u hates er bus neus they lose bere they 
gain at toose points. Besides, it is well known 
that Mr. Scott is an tious to build 6 Southern Pa- 
cine Railroad with the people's money, and 
bence is 16 bis sole desire to iurn tbe trade of 
Obicago andthe Noribweet southward, and at 
the same time this gives him a chaace to punish 
the people of Chicago and the Northwest for 
their opposition to the Southern Pacific scheme. 
Be discriminating against Chicago, and in favor 
of more Sou:herp powts, this manager expects 
to gain tue good-will aud imiorsement of those 
places, While here be has nothing to lose or to 
gain.

From Peoria, a very large point for grain 
shipments, the rates are 5 cents higher thao 
from Chicago, but the Peoria lines are not satis- 
fied, and clamor for the same rates as irom Cui- 
cago, though this city is 160 miles nearer to New 
York than Peoria. The rates from Milwaukee 
are the same as from Chicago. 

It will be seen that the difference between 
Chicago and Ludianapolis to the East is 5 cents 
in favor of the latter city, and yet the distance 
is about the same or the difference not greater 


than that between Chicago and Milwaukee. The’ 


rate from St. Louis, where there is a difference 
of about 200 mules in favor of Chicago, is but 
4 cents higher to New York and Philadephia, 
and the rate to Balumore isthe same as rom 
Chicago.

IxDlaxarokus, Ind., Dec. 23.—The report of 
Gen. George B. Wright, Receiver of the In- 
dianapolis, Bloomington & Western Railroad, 
shows that, during the past year, 64 miles of 
new iron and steel rails have been laid. 2% 
miles of side track put im, 146.000 cross-ties 
lad, 2¢ miles of track graveled, thir- 
teen bridges entirely rebuilt, three sta- 
tion-houses built, and six stock-yards 
fitted up. Tne  itiabilities of the 
Company aggregate $23,726,000, which may be 
increased by interest and outstanding claims not 
vet adjusted.

The complainants state 
that they have been accustomed to keep au ac- 
count at the Clark street branch of the Loan 
Company, aod last Tuesday, the day the bank 
failed, they deposited with it for collection, in 
the usual course of business, a check for $2,000, 
drawn by Henry Corwith on the National Bank 
of Hlinois, and pavabie to complainants’ order, 
and andorsed by them. . 

When they read Tne Tum next morning 
they were surprised to learn of the bank’s faii- 
ure, and immediately went to the Assignee, 
Mr. Harvey, and demanded aturrender of the 
check, which was refused. They now state that 
they bad no knowledge of the bank's insolvency 
at the time of their deposit, but that the baok 
was at the time intending to make au assign- 
ment, and accepted their deposit with a view of 
detrauding them. The check bas not as yet 
been paid, however, and the complainants asked 
for an injunction to restrain the Loan Company 
or Harvey from collecting the check.

STRAW BAIL. 
A BRILLIANT INSTANCE. 

It will be fonud elsewhere noted that R. V. 
Smith, better known as Dick Smith, yesterday 
pleaded guilty in the Uvited States District 
Court to the charge of stealing letters, and was 
sentenced to two years’ imprisonment. ~ 

The facts in conuection with the case are of in- 
terest as bearing upon the general subject of 
straw bail in the courts. Smith, the respondent, 
was arrested for stealing letters, and, the proof 
against him being very plain, he was held in 


$2,000 bail by Commissioner Hoyne to appear 


before the. United States District Court. This 
was in July, 1874. In default of bail Smith went 
to — and lay there for several montas. 

inally, a near frieod, wisbing to see Smith 
out of trouble, went to J. C. Webber, a profes- 
sonal bondsman, aed inquired what he would 
ask to get Smith out. Alter some conversation 
the price was fixed at $300, and that sum was 
paid over, Webber giving a receipt for services 
rendered.” Warned by experienes, Webber did 
pot appear before Commissioner Hoyne himself, 
having beeu several times previousiy refused as 
bail; but be produced a German who gave hw 
name as Lombard Hennis ; said be lived at No. 
12 Sixteeoth street, and swore that he 
owned property there described worth over 
$6,000 in Butterfield’s Addition. The 
sequel may be imagined; the Commissioner 
deemed the bond good and released Smith, who 
fled co Indiana, and there dwelt in quie. until he 
was arrested by a Marshal aud brought back to 
Chicago with icon bands on his wrists. 

After the titae was up, the case was called and 
neither Smith nor Hennis coud be fuund, aud 
the bail was declared forfeited. Tun didn’t 
seem to annoy Mr. Henuis very much, and, in 
fact, that individual has never been found. A 
search by Goverument officials revealed the fact 
that be never lived at 12 Sixteenth street, where 
he swore be did; aud that he never owned the 
property which he swore to on making out his 
bond, and was innocent of any sort of propeity 
woatever, as far as couid be leat bed. 

The fact that Smith was reconvicted and sen- 
tenced to two years’ imprisonmeot takes off the 
curse of the transaction somewhat, but it does 
not c'ear the straw-bail, and perhaps uot Web- 
per, who took the $300 to farnish bail, which, 
from his previous career, it is not too much to 
say that he probably knew was bogus and worth-

THE GRAND JURY. 

The Grand Jury yesterday morning disposed 
of twenty-five cases, all of a minor characier, 
and returned sixty-niue indictments. The pur- 
pose of the jury is to get rid of all the jail 
cases to date as scon as possible. in the matter 
of the investigation into the managemeat of the 
County Insane Aasylu nothing was 
done.

The evidence of medical 
experts shows that the Medical Superintendent 
of the institution is a secood-class drug-cierk, 
and that bis youth, coupled with his ignorance, 
makes him entirely unfit for the positiou he 
holds, and stamps the institution as ran as an 
outrage on general principles. Since it was 
stated that an imvestigation was on foot, it 
is doubtful whether the jury will visit 
the institution before adjournment, for the rea- 
son that they anticipate that a visit would be 
fruit ess under the circumstances. It is to be 
hoped, however, that the visit will be made, for 
enough can be seen under any circumstances 


to convince any intelligent man that the asylum, | 


as run, is buta retreat for political ringsters, 
and a prison for those who are unfortunate 
enough to he poor and come under its care.
